Finally. if you're 
going to drop your camera or 
knock it around, a good rubber 
lens hood will give far more 
protection than a filter.

This is not to say that filters 
are not beneficial in 
photography. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. There are 
many times when proper usage 
of a filter will improve your 
pictures. 

Basically there are two reasons 
to use a filter. One is to obtain a 
true rendition of the subject. 
Many times it is important to 
accurately record a color. The
